The “Strndsholm,” it seemed, after 
purchase from British owners by the 
Yameskits company, lft Cardiff in 
Octoter 1921, with British officers 
and a British first engineer, the reat 
of the crew being Jnpaneso. From 
the outset there was treuble, and 
short cfscuttling the ship was little 
io tLe way of mutinous conduct that 
the men did not attempt, Duties of 
all kinds were refused or shirked, the 
sailers taking turns to be “ill” for 
three or four days, showing no 
symyt ms and declining all attention, 

As the voyage neared its end, it 
was decided to navigate the :bip to 
Manila, whereupon the crew, led by 
the toatswain and tho head stoker, 
threatened the officere, who had no 
arms, and compelled them to alter 
their course for Japan, They tried 
to make Kudat, Borneo with a sinsilar 
result. When attempts were made to 
signal alighthouee it was found that 
that the flage wore in the boatewain'’s 
room and could not be obtained. 

On January 25, the bead stoker and 
the boatswain paid one of their im- 
portant visits to the bridge and or- 
dered Captain W. Frost to put into 
Takao, Formosa. in order to get medi- 
cines for, the donkeyman who was 
sick. .If the master did not obey their 
behestg, they promised that the dcn- 
keyman would dic and that the cap- 
tain would have to stand Lis trial’ for 
murder.’ 80 they laid a course for 
Takao. When the ship enteted tke 
Formosan Channel a sailor, who for 
days bad been suffering from the 
petuliar ailment {hat needed only rest 
and no medicines, visited the bridge

STUDENTS PR°M CHINA |. 


" OHANOE FOR BRITAIN. 


From time to time writes a cor- 
reepondent to the London Daily 
Telegraph there aré ochore in. the. 
British papers of a gradual increase of 
Chinese atudents in this ‘country, 
Thesn convey fittle to most readers, 
yot we seem to be on the eve of vast 
developments, and Dr. Alfred Sze, the 
Minister to Washington, who entar- 
tains broad views on the subject, is 
créditel with the belief that Chins 
Fal at'no remote date send abriad 
100,000 studenta to devote themselves 
to every branch of work and scientific 
atudy so that ‘thoy con return home 
folly equipped to take in band the 
remodelling of their t ative land. 

At present there are in this country 
only some 150 students, a number 
rouch jess than 8 few years ago, Many 
have come here and left disappointed 
for Germany, while the lure of the 
United Btates draws many thither. 
At presont there ore over 2,500: 
Chinese students in the United Btates, 
and more at Columbia University than 
in all Great Britain to-day, or, indeed 

"gt any time eince the bigh water mark 
was reached in 1914, when there wera 
about 250, Plans are on foot vastly 
to extend the number. Congress hos 
now before it a bill toremit the recond 
half of the Boxer Indemnity, in 
order that the money ro-released may 
be used to promote .the flow of 
Chines» students to America. Both 
' Hodees individually have passed it, 
and it has now bnt to pass them 
collectively—an easy task. Canada 
bos realised the value of theae 
students, and it is now repreeenting 
to Great Briain that it also should 
remit the balance of ite Boxer 
Indemnity for much the same pur: 
pose. When th> war started the anu: 
. payment of the Boxer Indemnity to 
: Britgin was remitted for five years, 
whjch expire this year, and the British 
“Government insists on payment, The 
Cabinet bas considered tho matter, 
‘end although the Prime Minister is 
sympathetic he contends that there is 
no eign of any public support of the 
proposal, of which Sir John 
* Jordan is'a warm acvecate, to devote 
the money to educational purposes. 
Scme manofactuters realise the im- 
portance of the problem to them, 
since the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce has .passed: a resolution in 
favour of ‘tbis policy, and those 
who *hnow bist assert tlat ip 
five years’ time we skall begin 
‘to feel. the cffect ‘on cur trade 
of these armies of students all return- 
jug home with American ‘sympathies, 
American experience, American ideals, 
and attachment to American trade 
and manufacturers. In the United 
States every conceivuble facility ‘is 
Gitered these etudenta, Not only do 
they often have a university placed 
at their service for their annual

ANCIENT SIGNS. 


— 


THE BARBERS OF BURNLEY. 


The barbers of Burnley says the 
London Daily Telegraph are up in 
arms. It appears that the Corpora- 
tion of that town, striving desperatly 
liko the rest of us to make ende meet, 
bave made a decree that all project- 
ing signs shall pay a tax to the 
mupicipal revenues, Among the signs 
which project in Burnley are the bar- 
bers’ poles. Tho case of the barbers 
is that their poles are not as other 
men’s signa, they are-not intended to 
be an advertisement, but to com- 
memorate an ancient tradition. 

_A municipal metaphysician might 
reply that the distinction is imperfect, 
for in, these days history and tradition 
have been found very ueeful in 
advertising. But-we wish the barbers 
good fortune. Their poles ara pic- 
turceque, they have a pleasant smack 
of the past, and we would not ser 
them go where the old monns go. In 
our own time the symbolism of trades 
hasdiminished sadly, Many anoilman 
tow dispenses with the dummy jare 
which used to crown his shop-front. 
Many a chemist bas abjured the many 
coloured monstrous bottles which 
once glowed in his window. Too 
many a tavern bas acted upon the 
principle that ‘“gocd wine 1 eeds no 
bush.” 8o we might prolong a cat- 
alogue of melancholy illustrations 
Let the barber keep his pole, It is 
seven hundred years. old at the least. 

It recalls the good old times when 
barbers were the ony surgeons, and 
the gradual differentation of the pro 
feesions through the statate that the 
barbers were to have their pole “ blue 
and white striped, with no other ap- 
pendage ” but the surgeons to diaplay 
beside the blue and white pole “a 

alloypot and a red rag.” The pole 
represente the staff which a patient 
was given to graep whila the barber 
found and opened his vein, and 
the white band stands for tho 
bandage applied after the bleed. 
ing was completed. But already 
in London .ihe barbers’ poles 
are scarce, hardly more common: than 
the Highlanders who once took Scot- 
tish snuff outeido the tobacconiste’ 
doora, 

Some of our old commercial hous 
have again displayed the signa under 
which their prosperity was founded. 
There are in-many trades firms which 
still make ase of an ancient sign as 
their emblem. But our streets no 
longer display the old variety of de 
coration, and the vory significarce ot 
the ancient names of taverns, which 
alone are known by their signs rather 
than any otler denomination, is 
generally forgotten. Many, no doubt, 
were wholly fantastio,

however, not uncommon. Vor this 
reason leisure is dreaded by many 
porcons, During the daily round of 
-peceesary labour they ‘aro mentally. 
preoccupied ; but when the day’s task 

- 3s done a senso of boredom may arise, 

Tho diecovory of interests is largely 
aquestion of suggestion, and there 
are men and women who seew to be 
noable to deviee means of recreation

MESSAGE IN AEROLITE 
BOTTLE, 


Anastronomer bas suggested that 
if the mysterious lines on the surface 
of Mars, .which.{s now closer to the 
earth-than since 1939, ivdioate a. sys-. 
tem of canals, trench lifa may be the 
Martians’ normal mode of existence. 

Ho argued that the scorching winds 
which rago across the planetary de 
serts muat long ago have driven tho 
inbabitants Paes reluge fac down 
in the giant channels where alono 
water and vegetation would be found. 

Tho so-called canals at certain 
times appear dup! cated, This can- 
not be explained os an optical illas- 
jon, since all do not behave in theeame 
way, only 5 of the 487 canals so far 
mapped being double. More curious 
alill is tho fact that as Mars ap- 
proaches the earth, ‘the mysterious 
matkings become faint and tend to 
vanish. : 

The Italian sstronomer, ‘Schia- 
parelli, discovered them in 1877. In 
a poworful telescope Mare appara as | 
thotfall moon scaniby- the: naked eye.” 
¥t has dazzlibg polar’ suow-caps, and: 
conspicnous on itasurface are certain 
dark patches, fomerly called scas, 
Vive-vighthsof thelandis obBte-soléur- 
ed desert nnd it is across these lighter 
areas that a carcful observer sees fine 
linea which emerge from the blue 
green patches. to vanish and to re- 
appear. But they always occupy the 
samo positions, and ty the trained 
eye tho planet's surface looks like 4 
spider's web. 

CANATA’ VASE BIZE. 

‘The exnals are quite straight, vary- 
ing from two to 90 miles in width, and 
theirlength is enormous, many cf 
them running for 2,000 miles, and ons 
for 3,540 miles ina etraight line.

Mars has neither mountains nor 
ocesns, Its water is contained chiefly 
in the | olar caps, though clouds have 
been observed, one, in December, 
1900, travelling at 27 miles on hour 
13 miles: above the land. Tho 
plonet’s temperature is in the average 
48 dogrees, of 12 degrees lower than 
the carth’s, but owing to the seasons 
boing neatly twice oa long as ours 
thero are much greater extremes of 
temperature. 

Professor Pickering mad s the inter- 
catingeuggestion that the darkening, 
‘of the canals was due not to thelr 
watar, but to the vegetation growing 
quickly after the inflow from;the 
polar caps, It was the .sgme pro: 
fosgor who proposed to Jash signala to 
Mora by a gigantic opparates of 
mirrota which would concentrate and 
reftect the sun’a rays.

Tho republication in Loxdon of 
© Snowbound at Engle’s,” “ Creasy," 
and of other of Brot Harte’s stories 
Jonds special timeliness to o pen- 
portrait of Harte which appears in 
one of the “Unpublished Chapters 
from the Autobiography of Mark 
Twain” now running: in "Harper's 
Magazine.” It seams that. Mark 
Tean iirsh came jote 
asauciation with Bret Harte in’ the 
‘sixtiva in San Fransisco, Mark was 
caning bis living nao reporter on the 


apper tloor in tha “Call” building, 
wus acting a1 private secretaty fo a 
Mr Swaia euperintendent. of the 
Unired States Mint. Mark Twain and 
Tlarte were both writing for 4 paper 
callel the ‘@abfarnian,” which also 
nunbered among its contributors 
. Prentias Mulford, > Charles - Warren 
Stoddard and Ambrose Pierce, 

Bret Hurte, eayr Mack Twain, wos 
“ene of the pleaeantest: men T have 
ever known. He was aleo one of the 
unpleagantest men f haveeverknown.” 
We read furttier :-— 

“He was showy, meretricions, in- 
sincere : and he constantly advertiand 
these qualities in hia dress. Tle was 
distinctly pr-tty, in spite of the fact’ 
that his face was badly pitted with ; 
smallpox, be the days when be cuuld 
afford it—ord in the days when be 
coulda’t—his clothes: always exceed- 
ed the fashien by a rhade ortwo, He 
waa alway. eonepicncuely os Tittle 
more intense'v fashivushle than the 
{aghionable:« of th rest of lhe com- 
munity. THe hil geod taste in clothes. 
With all bia so.sp cuonsness there waa 
never ouything really lond or of- 
fensive abet them. ‘They always 
had o single smart little accent, ef- 
fectively locatrd. and that accent 
would havo distingu'ehed Harte from 
any other of the ullra fashionable, 
Oftenest it Was Lis necktie, Always 
it was of a single coluur, and intense 
Most frequently, perhaps it was 
crmson—o Mosh of flanie unter his; 
chin; or it was indigo: blue, ond as 

“hot and vivid as. if one of — those 
splendid and luminous Broziliar but- 
terflies had alighted there, Worte’a 
dainty ee!f-omplacenciee extended to 
his carriave «nd gait, Hie carriage was 
mincing sort bat was the right gait; 
for him”? . 

HARTE'S BL»ZE OF GLORY, 
Mark twain kr ew Harteintimately 
inthe daya in San Francisco. He 
knew him intimately wheo Harte 
came East five years Inter, in 1870, 
to take th editorship of che proposed 
Lakes'de Magazine in Chicago, and 
crossed the continent through such 
ablaze of national interest and excita- 
ment that ane might have supposed 
he was tho Viceroy of India on @ pro- 
gress, or Halley's comet cume again 
a{ter aaventy-five years of lamented 
absence.” IIe knew him pretty 
intimately theaceforth until be cross- 
td the ccean to be Consul, first at 
Crefeld., in Germany, and afterward 
in Glasgow. Harte never returned to 
America. 

Onte, on avisit te Mark Twain in 
Hartford, Harte declared that his 
fame was an accident—an accident 
that .he much regretted for a while. 
The ‘Heathen Chines” had been 
written inyjest. The explosion of de- 
‘Jight that it caused was not, entirely 
welcome for the renson that Harte 
was already at ssork on such things; 
a3 “The Lack of Roaring Camp” and 
Tennesser’s Partoer,”” 


In this as in other matters Harte 
was not os fortuuate as he seemed to 
be. Tt might have been better. 
Mark Twain goes eo far as to suy, if 
Harte had died in tho first flush 
of his fame. When he etarted 
Bast in his new born story, with 
the eyes of the world upon hin, " he 
lived oll of his life that’ was worth 
living.” He was “entering -upon a 
career of poverty, debt, bitterness and 

-o world-wide famo which must have 
often been odious to him.” Tho 
article concludes :
